THE Nevada Fair of 1887 eom- 
menced to-duy. This Fair is sanc- 
tioned by the State authorities, and 
is in the interest of the peo- 
ple of the entire State. It be- 
longs to no clique por clan; the 
stock breeder, agriculturist, hor- 
ticulturist, § miner, mechanic, 
manufacturer,artist and sportsman, 
each has an interest in the Fair, or 
may be its patron or welcomed 
guest. 

Fairs are of great entiquilty and 
we read of them in the Roman em- 
pire extending back to the Chris- 
tiar era. Later on their bistory is 
apart of the bistory of England, 
France, Germany, Ruesia, Scot- 
land, Mexico and otber countries. 
The historian Preacott describes a 
fair held in the city of Mexico at 
which there was an aitenvance of 
nearly 50,000 persons. There have 
been at fairs held in Russia of 130,- 
000 persons; in India,300,000, and in 
other countries similariy large 
numbors. So fairs are not peculiar 
to this age, to America or Ameri- 
can civilization. Fairs, however, 
have changed in their nature. For- 
merly they were defined as a 
‘greater species of market recurring 
at more distant intervals.’”’ Now, 
they are not markets at all, but 
rather exhibits, expositions, dis- 
plays. France, England and the 
United States have held what are 
called ‘“‘world fairs.”” Here are 
brought art, agricultural, mechani- 
cal and otber products from all nva- 
tione; here is a resume of the 
world’s industries, 

In every State in the Union, ip 
nearly every county of every State 
there is held an Annual Fair. 
There isin the world probably no 
nation in which in proportion to its 
population, there are held so many 
Fair’s as im the United States. 
fairs are oneof the leading fea- 
tures of our institutions, and one of 
the most vaiuble to progress in 
those things that make usa great 
nation. Ths Legislative aid given 
to our State Agricultural Society 
and our District Fairs last winter, 
gives anew impetus tosuch ex- 
hibits. ‘When cur new State Fair 
grounds shail have been placed in 
readiness for use, still greater will 
be the interest, larger the exhibits, 
and greater and grander the re- 
sults. 


Ir is reported that Southern Cal- 
ifornia bas taken up all the avail- 
able space in Armory Halli, 8t. 
Louis, during the Encampment of 
the G. A. R., crowding out North- 
ern California counties which 
wished to exhibit. The Northerners, 
says the San Francisco Bulletin, 
were in fault to let the South- 
erners get ahead of' them. South- 
ern California made its. boom by 
activity aud energy, and is now 
keeping up ite best licks. The 
Nerthera California counties must 
be equally wide awake to win. 
They have things to show that if 
placed where they “‘would do the 
most govod’’. would astonish the 
world.

mle child, which. had evidently 
been in the water about six hours. 

The little creature’s body was en- 
tirely covered with coal tar, which 
would indicate that it had been 
placed in the flume in t1e vicinity 
of the works. 

The Coroner was at once notified, 
and the body conveyed to Saun- 
der’s undertaking establishment. 
As there was no possible clue to 
the perpetrators of the infanticide 
the Coroner deemed. it useless to 
hold an inquest, and the body was 
quietly buried this morning. We 
were not informed of the discovery 
until after the burial had taken 
place and did not see the child, but 
the Coroner is of the opinion that 
it was of premature birth. The au- 
thorities are working on a clue 
which may yet lead to the discovery 
and punishment of the guilt party,

A Scrap of Carpet History, 


In 1755 English Axminsters were 
first made. But it was not until 1749 
that a loom was constructed which 
would produce a Brussels carpet,and 

ust here is an exceedingly interest- 
ing anecdote, which has been handed 
down from father to son as an invio- 
lable truth: During 1730 and 1735 
John Broom traveled through Tour- 
nay and Brussels studying the stitch 
which was then known as Brussels 
stitch. In Brussels particularly, 
weavers were at. the time making a 
carpet named after the town—the 
Brussels carpet. Broom studied with 
much earnestness the mystery of the 
manufacture, and finally made the 
uaintance in Tournay of a weaver 
understanding the secret. He and 
as weaver immediately repaired to 
land, and near Mount Skipet, 
Ki derminister, they put up the first 
Brussels loom, 1749. They operated 
in absolute secrecy, but in time their 
modus hg pipe was exposed. Broom 
and his Belgian workman labored 
night and day, and it being known 
where their operations were conduct- 
ed, some enterprising fellow climbed 
to the window, and night after night, 
from his perilous perch ‘outside, he 
studied the operations of the mechan- 
ism within, until he was able to carry 
away in his mind a model of the 
loom. Then a second firm 
and several others soon came into the 
oo, ‘and in 1753 Kidderminister was 
doing considerable in the way of 
Brussels. To-day there is hardly 
anything else but Brussels made in 
Kidderminster.— [Philadelphia Car- 
pet Trade Journal.

TOPOGRAPHY. 


Nevada lies in the extreme north- 
western portion of the Great Basin, 
says the last report from the Surveyor- 
General’s Office, and has an average 
elevation of about 4,000 feet above the 
level of the sea. The divide between 
the Columbia river and the Great 
Basin runs through the northern por- 
tion of Elko county in the northeastern 
rtion of the State. The mountains 
orming this divide furnish, on the 
north, the heads of supply for the 
Bruneau, Salmon and Owyhee rivers, 
which flow into the Snake, thence to 
the Pacifio ocean via. the Columbia 
river, and on the south the waters find 
their way into the Humboldt, or 
spreading out form meadows in the 
mountain basins and smaller valleys 
between mountain spurs. 
That portion of the State lying south 
of the Humboldt river (which runs 
nearly across the State from east to 
west) is traversed by high, isolated 
ranges of mountains, bearing a north- 
erly and southerly direction, with wide, 
low , here and there, and sepa- 
rated by valleys ranging form five to 
20 miles in width, making all portions 
of the State easy of access. Rugged
